That the Opposition are determine 
to adopt a policy of obstruction in re- 
gard to the Alberta and Grent Water- 
ways legislation was made plain by 
their attitude in the House yesterday. 
Apart from the usual preliminary bus- 
iness of receiving and presenting pe 
titions no business was done, beyond 
the moving of the second reading of 
the bill dealing with the Alberta and 
Great Waterways by Premier Sifton 

The speech of the Premier on th? 
second reading of the bill was very 
concise, ouilining briefly the points in 
favor of the proposal submitte.t to the 
legislature; the reliability of J. D. 
McArthur and his assocates who are te 
construct the road; the fact that the 
province will get full value for ks 
money in that the full three hundred 
and fifty miles of railway will be built 
before the province pays over the 
money; that this bill definitely clears 
up and settles to the satisfaction of 
all parties concerned a matter which 
has been in dispute nearly four years: 
that the province tt reliewed 
further responsibility in ihe -natter. 

Silence Reigned Supreme, 

T. M. Tweedie, Cen-re Calgary, fires 
off the first Opposition gun and spoke 
for about an hour, criticising the 
Government's proposal and outlining 
un Opposition policy. After be had 
finished a dead silence ensued. ‘The 
Opposition expected thai the Govern- 
ment would respond to Mr. Tweedic'¢ 
attack but no one on the Government 
benches stirred.

The Premicr’s Speech. 

Premier Sitton in moving second 
reading of Bill No, 19,"An Act respect- 
ing the Albertaand Great Waterways 
Raiiway,"said that it was necessary not 
on aceount of what was in the bil, 
but on account of the discussion that 
there had been for some considerable 
time in regard to the matter with 
which the bill dealt ,that he should 
say au few words in regard to it. As 
he stated a week ago when he read 
the proposal contained in the letter 
of J. D. MeArthur to the House, the 
bill contained nothing of serious im- 
portance which was not contained in 
that letter, the other clauses of the 
bill being simply matters connected 
with the handling of the money by 
banks, satisfactory to the various par- 
ties who were interested. The Dill 
did not change the existing law in re- 
gard to these matters, but it was 
thought, by the parties concerned, a- 
visable to have it restated in that way 
@o as to avoid difficulties, 

“In regard to the proposal which 
the bill contains,’ continued the Pre- 
mier, “there are features in connec: 
tion with it which warranted the Goy- 
ernment of the province taking it into 
their consideration and submitting 
this bill to the House to pass upon.

Tho exact figuys 80 far received 
show that 6722 saolars are enrolled 
on both sides of the river, against 
56242 jast year, or m increase of 1480,

BY AEROPLANES 


Travels at Average Rate of More 
Than Two Miles a 
Minute 


FRENCHMAN WINS 
INTERNATIONAL OUP 


Inventor of Winning Aeroplane 
Did Not See Race as He is 
Imprisoned

Rheims, France, Sept. 29—Maurice 
Prevost today won for France the in- 
ternational aeroplane cup, open to all 
nations, but with only France and 
Belgium “competing, by flying the 
124,28 miles in the record time of 69 
minutes 46 3-5 seconds, or over two 
miles a minute. He vanquished his 
iwo formidable French opponents, 
mile Vedrines, a brother of last 
year’s winner in Chicago, and Eugene 
Wilbert, who took 60 minutes 2 sec- 
onds, and 62 minutes 66 2-5 seconds 
1espectively, and easily outflew the 
single Belgian, Albert Crombes, whose 
time was 69 minutes 52 seconds. 

Prevoast's greatest burst of speed was 
when he made the 6.213 miles of cir- 


cult of the aerodrome in 2 minutes 
56 8-5 seconds, or at the rate of two 
and one-tenth miles a minute. The 
contestants had to fly around t# 
evuise twenty times, 

Observers were thrilled by the mer- 


vellous speed of his wide-winged aero- 
plane. The flying machine at one 
moment seemed like a bird in the 
distance, a few seconds later the craft 
was passing with a shrill whirring 
sound and then again rapidly 
uwindled in size, fiying at a speed 
which no human being had heretofore 
experienced. 

The inventor of the winning mono- 
plane, Armand de Perdussin, did not 
see its victory as he was in detention, 
awaiting trial, on charges of obtaining 
money by illegal pretences to develop 
mis works,
